THE SCHOOLS OF, HONGKONG.

Ou more than one previous occasion we 
have had reason to refer to some of the 
amozing anomalies that pernieate the Educa. 
tion [epartment of Hongkong, but many of 
those prevailing onomalons conditions appear 
to show few indications of a tendency. to- 
wards diminution, Rather, indecd, the 


revetse would scem to be the case, judging: 


from the most recent report by the Director, 
of Education sulsmilted at the Jast meeting 
of the’ Legislative Council, The solid uns 
derlying fact appears to be that the Govein- 
ment are doing everything in.their power to 
cripple the Grant’ schools with a vicw to 
benefit the Government schools, even to thd 
extent perhaps of eliminating the former class 
of educational institution aliogether. Yet, 
taken roughly, the cost per pupil for educa- 
tion in, Government schools is as near as 
possible three times ag much as the cost of 
education in Grant schools, Just year, the 
average cost pér pupil in Goveroment 
‘schools was §3515; ia’ Grant schools it 
was. only $1307 per pupil. That is to 
say, in the Grant ‘schools they can and do, 
teach three pupils for the sate-nmount of 
money 28 the Governtuent schools. require 
Jorthe education of one, If it could be 
alleged fora moment.that this more costly 
education was of .a superior character, one 
might perhaps find sume justification for the 
threefold greater expenditure; but on’ the 
showing of the report of Ue Wirector of 
Aducation-himself such-is—very-far-{rom-be- 
ing the case. Speaking of Britith schools 
and’ referring to the Kowloon Gurls! School, 
the Director of education has this to say:+- 
“This school continues’ ‘to fill a useful 
purpose, ‘Fhe number in average attend. 
ance is 53... The cost per unit has, fallen to 
$115 from £143 last year.” Well, it would be 
very necessary indeed that the Kowloon Gide 
School should serve a “useful purpose” in 
order to justify a cost per pupil of Sirs, aa 
compared -with an:average cost of $13 in 
the Grant ‘schools, .And then, no doubt, 
just to show the “useful purpose” of this 
scholastic institution, the Director of Id 
-cation—goes--on—to-remark:—"' Experience 
thas shown the limitations which are set to 
the usefulness of Kowloon School. It pro- 
‘vides schooling, in a healthy and bright 
atmosphere tla number of children, but 
the very short average of attendance ofthe 
pupils makes it impossible to follow out any 
comprehensive school course. Half the 
girla in the top class are foreigners.” So 
that here we have the spectacle of a school 
serving a ‘useful purpose” and yet in w 
itis impossible to ‘follow out any compre 
‘hensive school course .owing to the. short 
avetage attendance of ‘the, pupils.” What 
else do the functions of a school consist in 
but in the following out of a comprehensive 
school course? “If a school fajls to do 
this; it faila to justify its ‘existence, It is 
not fulfilliog the work for which it was 
éstablithed and it should be shut'up. The 
Kowloon Girls! School. has long had the 
name of being a useless institution, and now 
we have this admitted by no tess ap authori 
ty than the Director of, ducation himself, 
The huge average cost per pupil: in itself 
shows that the school is something very 
much in the nature of a while clephant. But 
there are.even worse admissions ‘made than 
this in'the Director's report for 1909., Speak- 


ing of the Victoria Boys’ School, he says :— 


“On resuming charge of the‘department in 
April, I found this school in an unsatisfac. 
tory condition, The headmaster went on 
leave shortly after, and the elder boys were 
taught for the rest of the year partly by Mr 
James.of Kowloon School and partly by M 

Curwett.of Vaumati,. There was an im-

Lin The near future, education. should cost 
$220 per unit. And. if this -figure_goes ‘on: 
rising io‘the same ratio as it has done during 
the past two years, whilst: the number of 
pupils decreases, we, shall see the average 
‘cout per pupil standing at between §400 to 
“$500 inrgro, Truly, this is'a matter calling 
for urgent attention, . Moreover, when the 
~undérgraduates of the future ‘Hongkong 
Universily are expected to pay no more than 
$300 per annum each, we fail to see how.a 
purcly clementary school carrjustify its exist: 
ence when'each unit costs’ the taxpayers 
, $229 a year, This'ctate of affairs is a crying 
scandal, When the Director of Education 
himself admite'that a.certain stale of things 
is preposterous, it is high time for.the Gov- 
ernment to:remove the anonatous condi- 
tioris, by the climination: of useless and exor. 
bitantly expensive schools to relieve the bur-

In a great .Garfison outpost of Empire 
like Hongkong, it is only, natural that the 
Civilian community shoyld take a deep ja- 
terest in all that pertains to the cogafdrts of 
our Gariisoy; all the more so as many’ 
Service men-do not regard Hongkong as an 
Ideal station to. which tobe drafted for a 
spell of years, Especially this ia true con. 
ceroing the womeo and children -of the 
Garrison, for they have every reason to dread 
the heats and ills of a Hongkong summer, 
Wheo, thiercfore, onc learna of any pew:mover; 
ment being taken by the Military.or Admiralty 
authorities to improve the living ‘conditions 
of the Garrison;~oné—can~have—nothing- 
but commendation to bestow. It is pretty 
generally koowa that one of the most scrious 
causes for grumbling amongst all ranks has 
been that the lighting of the big central bar- 
racks is both antiquated and inefficient, For 
some time, we believe, it had been in, the’ 
miod of tiie Excelleacy the Géneral Officer 
Commandiog the Garrison to rectify ag far 
as possible this unsktisfactory state of affairs 
by making 2 clean sweep of the old system of 
oi! lighting in the City barracks and installing 
clecttic light. But:economical considera 
tions eventually prevailed and the scheme for 
taking a supply from the mains cf the local 
-Hlectrig-Company~was-set-on-one-side-as- 
impracticable from the firancial poitit of view. 
‘The War Office authorities, spparently, con- 
sidered the local rates too high to’ justify a 
departure from, the ancient oil system, in 
despite of its disadvantages—its inefficiency’ 
all the year round, its attendant discomforts 
in the hot months, and the enhanced charges 
for ingurance ‘of buildings that it involves as. 
compared with the most modern” illuminant? 
vy _&. well-known” .officer..of the .Royal- 
ngineers took io hand the task of finding 
some way out of the difficulty, and he pro- 
pounded a scheme for having an Independent 
plant installed at Wellington Barracks, 
to serve Victoria Barracks and all the out- 
side stationg ‘and forts that do not already 
‘enjoy the benefits of an electrical: supply. 
This scheme, we believe, was.to have made 
‘the. provision of eletiric power possible 
t a fractional rate of. that charged locally 
y the public companies and was #o plan- 
‘nel that the foitial cost would have been 
miped off in fifteen years. ~The advantages.

» OLD HRACIES IN HONGKONG 
oe WATERS Oo oe 


The terrible affair that has just occurred. 


t Colowan naturally makes one’s: mind hark 
back to the many piratical horrors.that hold 
place in the history of Hongkong.” So far 
an the Golowan affair is conceraed, people 
in Europe, and even in Hongkotig, would not 
have believed: that at the present day such a 
next of. pirates as that which did exist at 
Colowan could atill.haye ‘been allowed to 
remain as a menace to peace and good order. 
and to plunder and ravish with impuolty 
their unoffending neighbours. -Were-such a 
horde of marauders to make their strong- 
hold id some fastness of the almost inacces: 
sible coustry one would oot be inclined. so 
much to wonderment; but here we haye 
this scourge flourishing almost ‘at the very 
door of Portuguese Macao and within'a few 
hours’ sail. of ‘British -Hongkong. “Some 
of tHe facts that have come to light’ as a’ 
result of this affair appear to belong rather 
to the realms of Steveusonian fiction than to 
this ‘prosaic - nineteeath century. Apart 


from’ Colowan, however: cases of piracy .on | 


the upper Teaches of the Canton River and 
on the West River are still of aot infrequent 


Foccurrence; ‘and it would be. well if the 


Chinese Government once and for all made 
a'clean sweep of these piratical pests from 
the great southern waterway. As regards 
Hongkony, her. history ‘contains. a long 
list. of piracies committed within her 
own territorial waters, Wheo the jsladd 
was first ceded to Great Britain. the 
sea all around was infested ‘by pirates, 
‘p 1843 the then Governor,. Sir -H, Pot- 
linger, tried to induce the Chinese authori 
ties to co-operate with him in suppressing 
piracy in local waters, but we read that his 
efforts were neutralised, by corruption on the 
Chinese side. Trading aod fishing boats 
had to pay regular blackmail to‘ these des- 
peradocs, About 1849 the British Govern- 
ment appeared to awake to the necessity of 
taking stronger measures for dealing. with 
ihé evil, aud warships were despatched to 
Hongkong .to extirpate the pirates; These 
warships destroyed some 80 piratical armed 
and heavily manned junks—some of the en-. 
gagements taking place. in Mirs Bay and 
Aberdeen.Bay, Still piracy flourished. As 
many,as:7o cases were reported during the 
year 1853, the most shocking ‘case being the 
murder-of the captain, officers’ and ‘passen- 
gers of the 5.3, Arratoon Apcar, by the’ 
Chinese crew, on the ‘sth’ of August. The’ 
periodical onslaughts mado byBritish men 
of-war on the pirales swarming in the neigh- 
‘pourhood of Hongkong stil! ‘appeared to 
mle litle impression. A whole pirate 

ect was captured, at Lintin  in_x8sy. 
“Alter thats” pledelen deci fa ireqoaien 
but io the same year the schooner J epa wad 
attacked by pirates’ who murdered the cap: 
tain and'two-of the'crew. Jn the following 
year the Hongkong passage:boat Wing-sun 
was captured by a piratical juok and ‘in 1859 
the ss. Cuma was plundered by these. des« 
,peradoes. In 186s the brig Mors Star was 
attacked four miles off Hongkong and the 
captain, some of the officers and crew and 
@ passenger were ‘murdered. Some monthe 
later the’ Dutch schooner Hénristte Louies 
was plundered just. outside Lyemoon, the 
skipper and some of the crew being wound- 
ed, Three weeks afferwards the “British 
“brig~/mogens was” plundered and burned, 
Next the British schooner Aagle was plun- 
dered: near Green Island by. pirates (under 
the leadership ofan Englishman!), andthe 
captain and some of. the crew were murder: 
ed. Soon afterwards the sa,-dron Prince 
while on her way 10 Macao,.was attacked by 
pirates disguised As‘passengers and twoofthe 
crew'were murdere: n_this_occasion 


the pirates were over jowcred ; altera .pro-: 


tracted fight"in'which the captain,. officers. 
atid Kuropean passengers were all wounded, 
At this,,time, it appears, these pisatical 
hordes of ‘Chinese were beliig assisted by 
lawless Englishmen and Americans, . In 
1863 the barque Sertha wae’ unsuccessfully 
attacked near Storecutters', Six months 
later some of the crew of the Danish brig 
Chico were murdered and the Spanish brig 
; Sueno Lepanto was captured by pirates near 
Lantao. For some years later piracy con: 
tinued, to be darifo as ever owing to Jack of 
co-operation. on the. patt of the ‘Chinese! 
Ono terrible case is recorded as’ having oc- 
curred in 1865 just outside Lyemoon, «a 
whole. juok’s ccew being. murdered by 
the. crews ‘of two piratical craft. With 
the advent of the Macdonnell administra: 
lon, however, cases of, piracy, which bad 
been hitherto of weekly occurrence became 
lesa frequent, . In’ the year ending October, 
1867, not a single piratical attack. on a 
Kuropeao vessel was reported, whilst: the 
few attacks made upon (hinese funks were 
trivial. - From 1870 onwards the piratical 
gangs appear to have given Hongkong waters 
a wide berth and removed their spheres of 
action to less. dangerous zones. . Therealter, 
Piratical depredations may be said to become 
sporadic in the near neighbeushood of the 
Colony, : although, unfortunately, piracy 
continued to ‘be, a‘standlog danger‘to ship- 
ping coming to and going (rom the’ port.’

however, been acquired by the United 
Laogkat Company, avd that Company having 
decided to place ‘the management of their 
rubber plantations, both ut Paya ‘Djamboo aod” 
at ao older estate, (some7 miles distant) in 
the bands of one manager, Me; Gordon, leaving 
their tobacco. plantations ta be separately:

* Oo another day we'visiied the older rubber 
. plantation af the United Langkat Company, 
the manager of that plantation accompany ing 
us, hore wa wers astonished to fiod a yreat 
number of trees which bad never been tupped, 
bat which wore of such a size that they could 
well have been tappad, at any rate a year aga, 
Some of the trees we saw there, ulihough uo- 
der § yoars old, measured from 26 to, 50 1oches 
in circumference 3 feet from the grouod 
. These measurements wa ourselves took, 

‘Tbe plactation on the Whole appeared to be 
exceedingly well kept, and to be in a far more 
flourlshing. conditloh than any rubber planta- 
thoasol older trees .which we hid yet seen. 

As already stated, we bad formed the. 
conclusions, while in the Federated Malay 
States, that the only ‘satisfactory grouad 

fo which to’ plant rubber was in virgin sol—

fact .of Robusia trees growing In its vicinity, 
The possibility must, however, nat balost sight 
of that the Robusta coffee trees may get affect:

8 
mle to the Hust of the estate, ‘and the road 
wh.ch hasbeen described qyrough and beavy 
will, we have besa assured by'the Dotch 
Comptroller of the district, shortly be made 
equally ‘ap goad as the Goveramont roads in 
other parts of Sumatra, No difficulty whatever 
will tharefore be experienced in conveying pro- 
duce from the estate. ey ; 

The rainfall in the district of Toerangic is,

Thore is apparently 00 very great difference 
between trees:grown from. seedlings aod those 
grown irom stumps, bat it Is considered that 
the former muat be an improvement upon the 
latter, and undoubtedly a treo growo from a 
sced sown at stake is better than any other, It 
wiiLhowever be readily understood that it is 
impossible to sow at stake every tres on a large 
estate, except with considerable labour aod. at
